THE PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Proceedings of the Second Session of the 
Fifth Parliament. 

FIFTIETH DAY. 

Monday, April 23rd. 
Mr. Speaker took tho chair tit 2:10 
o'clock. 

luuvrLuciB, 
Hon. Mr. Dunsuiuir, on a question of 
privilege, said ho luul something to say in 
regard to that sheet, called tho Times. 
lie did not complain of being inisreportotl 
altogether, lutt found fault with the fact 
that what ho had said before and after 
tho few lines published was not re- 
ported. Had this been dune his remarks 
•vould have appeared in a different light, 
mid tile country would not have been told 
that he was opposed to education. He 
never stated such nil opinion, nor yet 
said that education would ho the ruina- 
tion of the country. What he had said 
was that this large expenditure for 
ed neat ion; d purposes would be ftll 
injury to the country if some- 
thing was not done with the question. 
However, if those who managed the Times 
thought lit to garble remarks of lion, 
members for the sake of creating a ground 
on which to base misleading articles, he 
could only say they exhibited that glaring 
ignorance in the conduct of their pit per 
of which they accused other people. His 
sentiments regarding education were well 
known, for be bud frequently slated them 
at public meetings and in this house. 1 1 was 
not that lie was oppoSud to education, for 
lie was not, but he could see that the 
aim, unt devoted for education increased 
vear by year, and if some method 
was nol devised by which it. could 
be c u i tailed, it. would eventually 
bring the province into Ihiancial difficulty. 
Let the Times tiro away with its low-tuned 
articles. With many others be (Hon. 
Mr. U.) considered it the most scurrilous 
sheet published oil the Pacilic coast, and 
unlit tu enter the homes of citizens. He 
referred to the matter, not because be 
thought the dishonest articles in the ZV'mea 
would injure himself or his friends. Tho 
effect would recoil on the managers of tl 
contemptible sheet (hear, hear). 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Its managers are as 
contemptible in their character as the 
newspaper. 
Mr. Grant (excitedly)— Oh ! oh ! 
Mr, Allen (easting a withering look 
towards the reporter's gallery)— The Times 
reporters should not bo permitted to 
enter this house (hear, hear and laughter). 

CUSTOM SMELTERS. 
Mr. Cowan moved, seconded by Mr. 
Mason, that in the opinion of this house 
it is advisable that the money voted last 
session to aid in the development of quartz 
mines, together with that grunted as 
bonuses, be used to erect small mills and 
reducing works for testing purposes, in 
such places as the government may deter- 
mine, as it would enable individual min- 
ers to prospect and develop tho quartz 
ledges ill the outlying tlisj-iicta of the 
province. 

The lion, mover said that the resolution 
did not ask for a new appropriation, but 
was simply placing the money granted 
last session in such a way that it can be 
utilized for the erection of reduction works 
for treating the sulphuretiC ores of the 
country. This would confer a lasting 
benefit on the province generally. All 
quartz so far discovered in Cariboo district 
contained a large percentage of Bulphurets, 
which, either in itself or in combination 
with somo other substance, possessed the 
peculiar quality of fouling the quicksilver, 
thus preventing tho formation of an 
amalgam with the gold. Even in the oxi- 
dized oro, enough sulphurate aro found 
to produce this undesirable effect. He 
considered the most feasible plan for tho 
government to adopt would be to orect 
small reduction and smelting works in 
outlying districts, as it would enable indi- 
vidual miners to prospect and develop the 
lodges. It was tho individual miner who 
prospected and developed the alluvial 
mines, and they were quite capable, if 
they wore assisted by such works, to pros- 
pect and develop the quartz mineB. There 
was no other industry, if it wore properly 
developed, that would prove of more 
benefit than the mining industry. If they 
looked back upon tho early times, it 
would bo seen that it was the mining in- 
dustry that gave to tho province its first 
start. It was tho mines that settled the 
country and supported the settlers. At 
no time was the province more prosperous 
than when the mines wore being worked 
successfully, and lie considered the gov- 
ernment should make every effort to 
again yet them working prosperously. 

Mr. Mason, in seconding the resolution, 
said that lie regarded the proposition as a 
stop in the right direct ion. Every lion, 
member must admit the desirability of 
erecting crushing, chlorination and 
smelting works in different parts of the 
province. Such action could not 
but result in good. In Cariboo 
district lie was sure that the 
erection of such works, to bo run 
in connection with tho assay oflico in 
Barkereville, would be the greatest boon 
that could be conferred upon the minors 
of that district. A number of miners 
during the past summer and winter had 
been endeavoring to establish tho fact 
that they had plying quartz. But they 
had only arrived at that stage of separat- 
ing the sulphurots from the quartz, and 
that by a very primitive method. What 
they now required was the erection of 
such works as are referred to in tho re- 
solution to enable them to free the gold 
from the sulphurets. 'Phis would prove 
to tho outside world that they bad paying 
quartz ledges, for this was the only way 
in which outside capitalists could be in- 
duced to invest in their mines. He felt, 
suro that Hon. gentlemen would see at 
once the importance of the measure, and 
would give it their support. Ho might 
add that very numerously signed petitions 
had been presented, asking that such 
works be erected. One was signed by 
nearly three hundred names. Another, 
signed by residents ill Lillooot and Yale 
districts, was more important: from the 
fact that it was without the districts 
where it was contemplated to erect the 
works in question. 

Col. Bukor heart ily supported the ob- 
ject of the resolution. There was some- 
thing necessary to be done in order to 
bring tho quartz mines of the province 
into a state of development, There wore 
many miners who prospected for and dis- 
covered ledges, but owing to a lack of 
capital it was impossible for fcheui to send 
sufficient quantity of ore to a smelter 
where it could be properly tested. Capi- 
talists visiting the ledges held by very 
worthy miners always asked that such be 
done, and if mills such as suggested by 
the resolution were erected in the dis- 
tricts, where large amounts of mineral wero 
known to exist,. it would aid in tho rapid 
development of the quartz mines, and 
thus hasten the prosperity of the province. 
Of course, if it was decided thai such mills 
should be erected, Kootenay district 
would certainly he given one, for in it 
wero numerous mines of great extent and 
value. 

Hon. Mr. Robson considered the end 
Bought by tho resolution was of vital im- 



portance. Efforts had been made to- 
wards this direction by a former house, 
but ho far results showed that they had 
apparently commenced at the wrong end. 
The appropriation made last year was a 
liberal one, but thev hail again been dis- 
appointed. It was' .apparent that some- 
thing different from the practice hereto- 
fore followed was necessary, and that 
whatever was dune should be started at 
the right end. It was impossible for 
miners to secure the countenance of 
capital by sending small quantities of rock 
to San Francisco or elsewhere for test, 
and there could be no question that tost 
mills of the kind suggested should 1)0 
erected at convenient points. The rich- 
ness of the ledges could thus bo accurate- 
ly determine 1 This done it would not 
then bo a difficult matter to attract capital 
for the pur; >se of their development. 
The aim unit necessary for tho erection of 
these smelters would not be very great, 
and might quite properly be taken from 
the unexpended portion of last year's ap- 
propriation. Legislation should be had 
that would allow of the taking of a suffi- 
cient amount forthe erection of two mills, 
one in Cariboo ami the oilier in Kootenay 
district, [f one mill only was to be erect- 
ed, there could be no question that it 
should be located in Cariboo district. In 
this district there was a belt of ledges of 
great promise, and it was in the general 
interest of the province that their worth 
should be fully demonstrated. If would 
also be conceded that it was unnecessary 
to erect a noli along the line of tho Cana- 
dian Pacific railway, font was now beyond 
doubt thai a smelter would be erected at 
Vancouver, and this would be available 
for all ledges adjacent to the 
railway line. It was undoubtedly 
tho duty of tho legislature tu use every 
moans at their command to determine 
once for all to the satisfaction of capitalists 
the extent of the quart/, wealth of the pro- 
vince, and the establishment of test 
smelters he considered the best means to 
attain that end. This don,; it would 
place the province on the high road to 
prosperity. They were moving in the 
matter of securing a railway into Cariboo, 
and he considered that the successful de- 
velopment of one or two quartz ledges in 
that district would induce the construction 
of a railway more quickly than any other 
means. Successful quartz development 
would cause the prosecution of large pub- 
lic works and inaugurate an era of unpre- 
cedented prosperity in the province. He 
thought they should first aid the opening 
up of the quartz industry and the latter 
would build tho railway. Ho compli- 
mented the first and second members for 
Cariboo district for bringing the matter 
forward in its present shape, and trusted 
that tho future would bring to them tho 
gratitude of a satisfied and prosperous 
people. 

Mr. Duck thought the move was a step 
in tho right direction and should be sup- 
ported. 

Mr. Grant asked if the taking of tho 
money from the appropriation made last 
year would interfere with companies wdio 
were working mines and had applied for 
tho assistance under the act. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said the rights of 
those companies would be protected. He 
might say that the utilizing of a portion 
of the money appropriated last year 
would not interfere with the companies 
which had applied. 

AID TO QUARTZ MINKS. 

Hon. Mr. Davie asked leave to intro- 
duce an act to aid in the development of 
quartz mines. 

Leave granted; bill read a tirst time; 
second reading Tuesday. 

THE MATSQUI ACT. 

Mr. Bole moved, seconded by Mr. Orr, 
that this house do immediately resolve it- 
self itself into a committee of the whole 
to consider bill (No. 2(1) entitled "an act 
for the relief of settb rs and owners of 
land upon Matsqui ptairie." 

The hon. mover thought that the house 
lad not fairly considered the injustice 
that was being done to the settlers by its 
action in killing the bill the other day. 

Mr. Duck asked if the present action 
was in order. It was a private bill, and 
he thought had been finally determined 
upon. 

Hon. Mr. Davie considered that the 
bill was quite in order, and referred to in- 
stances where a similar practice had been 
followed. 

Mr. Speaker decided that tho motion 
was in order. 

Col. Baker thought tho matter should 
lOt have boon brought before tho house 
gain. It had been decided that a year's 
grace should be given to the capitalists 
who had entered into the scheme, and it 
would bo unfortunate to interfere in any 
contracts which had been entered into. 

Mr. Ladner thought that there was but 
one difference between the act of 1878 
and that of 1883, the latter simply requir- 
ing that tho dyke be kept in good repair 
for two years. The settlers, he know, 
wero anxious that the dyke should be 
be bailt and the land reclaimed under the 
act of 1878, and were quite willing to 

mo under its provisions. A great deal 
had been said about protecting foreign 
capital, but he would like to know where 
foreign capital was protected in the assess- 
ment act passed this year. Foreign capi- 
tal had been invested in Vancouver bonds, 
under tho charter permitting the collec- 
tion of personal property tax by tho city. 
But this provision had been taken away 
by tho act of this year. Where was 
foreign capital protected in this instance ! 

Hon. Mr. Davie referred to the great 
injustice that would be done tho settlors 
if they wero allowed to remain under the 
unfortunate act of 1883. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said he would sup- 
port the house going into committee pro- 
vided tho proposed bill was for tho pur- 
pose of placing all parlies under the net of 
1878. 

Mr. Beaven said that as the parties in- 
terested had not petitioned for a change 
in the arbitration, this bouse could not 
pass any legislation leading to that end. 

Mr. Sernlin said if they bad committed 
a mistake in 1883 it would be bettor to 
let matters rest as they were, for they 
might simply increase the injustice. 

Mr. Bole said that there was a great 
deal of misconception on this ques- 
tion. The settlers had petitioned for 
a change, that is the actual settler, 
not those who acquired land for 
speculation. A great deal had been said 
about this bugbear of foreign capital, and 
mo would almost think that if they made 
any change in this act thoy would never 
see another dollar of foreign capital. But 
while some hen. members worshipped at 
the shrine of Mammon in the 
shape of foreign capital; thoy had 
nothing to say on the other 
hand of the poor settlers, who 
Hoomed as the clod of tho earth under 
thoir feet. Tho speaker wont over the 
details of. tho matter, and concluded by 
urging tho house' to refrain from doing 
an injustice to one party, but to en- 
deavor to do what was fair to both partios 
concerned. 

On tho motion being put, it was carried 
by 12 to 8. 

Houso wont into committee, Mr. Orr in 
tho chair.

The First Minister Overcome With 
Grief and Unable to Proceed. 



Hon. Mr. Langeviu and Hon. Mr. Laurlor's 
Tributes to the Deceased Minister— The 
Commons and Senate Adjourn -The Re- 
mains to be Oiven a Public Burial— The 
Deceased's Devotion to Duty.

(Krom Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, April 23. — In the Commons, 
this afternoon, after routine, Sir John 
rose and moved the adjournment of tho 
bouse as a tribute of regard to the late 
Hon. Thomas White. Then followed a 
scene so pathetic and touching that words 
can but feebly convey the picture of what 
it was really like to those who saw it. 
The veteran premier arose in his 
place, and, as he did so, a

such as the Commons is quite unused to. 
Although the galleries \sere full, |10 one 
even stirred, its the lirst minister, dressed 
in black, stood for a moment with eyes 
lixed on bis desk, before be addressed 
the chair. Prom the press gallery just, 
above his head it was noticed that bis 
lips quivered and the muscles of his face 
moved nervously. As he lifted his eyes 
to speak he opened bis lips in an attempt 
to say "Mr. Speaker," but tho words 
never came. Tears stood in his eyes and 
wore already in streams running down bis 
cheeks. He placed one hand to his 
mouth, as if to choke back the emotion 
that swelled up from bis heart, but his 
grief was too great and he burst into a 
llood of tears and his whole frame trem- 
bled as he stood sobbing like a child and 
vainly trying to suppress the agony of 
sorrow. For half a minute he stood with 
his head bowed, his chest heaving under 
the intensity of emotion. But bo was not 
alone in this outburst of grief. There 
was 

SCARCELY A DllY EYE 
in the house. As his colleagues, mem- 
bers and visitors looked at the premier, 
Sir John, realizing his inability to speak, 
touched Sir Hector Langevin s arm, and 
sitting down buried his face in his hand- 
kerchief and gave vent to 'ho flood of 
tears that came from a bursting heart. 

Sir Hector said: "Mr. Speaker, 1 ox- 
poctod that my friend and leader, the 
first minister, would be able to announce, 
as he wished to do, tho death of our wor- 
thy colloague; Hon. Thos. White, Minis- 
tor of tho Interior. His death was quite 
unforeseen and is a terrible blow to us, his 
colleagues, and especially to the first min- 
ister, whoso particular friend he was. No 
doubt the members of the house on both 
sides sympathize with the bereaved family 
and deplore the great loss sustained in 
tho death of Hon. TI103. White, and that 
tho country has sustained, by being de- 
prived of his sorvices. Mr. White for a 
long number of years had been an active 
member of the press and in that capacity 
rendered groat service to his country and 
his party. Ho was a good friend, and oven 
after having fought his opponents, was 
always ready to shake hands with them, 
having acted in such a way as not to hurt 
their feelings to such an extent that ho 
could not after the contest ever bo their 
friend again. 

AS A MEMBER OF THE BOUSE 

for the last ten yoars, Mr. White has 
shown himsolf worthy of a seat in the 
houso, but when called to take a place in 
tho government of his country I know 
that on both sidos tho selection of tho 
first minister, was applauded by every- 
body. His opponents recognized that he 
was worthy of the honor conferred upon 
him. Mr. Speaker, he has lost his lifo in 
tho service of his country. He was de- 
voted to his duty and in order to be able 
to fulfil it thoroughly and well, and to 
tho satisfaction of himself and country, 
twice, if 1 remember right,, be took long 
trips to tho Northwest in order to make 
himself perfectly well acquainted with tho 
countryho had especially in hand, and which 
ho had to administer. He was himself per- 
fectly acquainted with the wants of that 
country and he had just for the last year 
been in a position to render those services 
that were expected of him, when in the 
midst of his great labor, he has been car- 
ried away. This leaves a great placo to bo 
rilled, and 1 have no doubt, Mr. Speaker, 
that the country at largo will mourn his 
loss and will say with us, that a good and 
able man has disappeared from our midst. 
Of. courso it is not for me to dwell on the 
consequences of this loss, nor on the 
lesson that is given to us by this sad 
event, but let us say, at all events, that 
ho has passed away leaving, I hope 

NOT ONE SINGLE ENEMY 

in tho house, or oven outside this houso. 
I have no doubt that his opponents and 
ours have sometimes found that he was 
very sovere and a redoubtable adversary, 
but on the other hand ho always tried to 
use such expressions as might not wound 
his opponents. Mr. Speaker, tho lesson 
that is given to us is that we must always 
remember that, though wo are called hero 
to fulfil a duty, nevertheless wo have to bo 
lenient to others in order that others may 
bo lenient to us in tho performance of our 
duty. Mr. Speaker, my friend, the lirst 
minister, moves that the houso when it 
adjourns today will stand adjourned until 
Wednesday at 3 o'clock." 

Hon. Mr. Lnurier— " I rise to second 
the motion, and I can scarcely add any- 
more than what has already been said. 
I can scarcoly find words to expross tho 
emotion which arises within me on this 
occasion. Engaged as wo aro in daily 
strifo; conflicting as wo are for party 
purposes; struggling as wo are every day, 
and bitterly struggling, for all our con- 
stituencies, we aro too apt to forgot: but on 
certain mournful occasions we are ready to 
recognize that there is a great universal- 
ity among us, that we aro all of a family, 
and when a man of Mr. White's eminence 
is removed from amongst us, even all in- 
dividually felt that wo have met with a 
great loss, and perhaps for tho first time 
can seo tho full measure of tho man's 
worth. It is a misfortune of our nature 
that wo never appreciate fully a man's 
worth until we hnve lost him and this 
comes forcibly to-day. In Mr. White the 
nation has mot a groat loss, but wo real- 
ize and understand that to the first minis- 
ter the blow is most severe 

HIS UNTIRING ENKROY, 
his best knowledge of all political ques- 
tions, his aptitude for business, his great 
administrative ability, his skill in debate 
and eloquonce wore a happy combination 
which made him a power with those 
who know him. On this side of tho houso 
wo never can forgot, as has been 
said by the minister of public works, that 
on all occasions, whether on tho floor of 
parliament or in liis department ae an of- 
ficer of the crown, he was always to his 
opponents civil, courteous and obliging. 
1 am sure, that groat as the blow has been 
to the country at largo, to his party and 



his family, there is no one who feels it 
more than the veteran premier bin-self. 
We can all sympathize with him, 1 am 
sure wo do, no matter how much wo dif- 
fer from him in politics, wo all deplore 
the death of a public man, and death with 
us has been unusually sovere. Mr. 
White is the ninth colleague whom we 
have lost since the opening of this parlia- 
ment. Death has been striking alike 
from all stations of life and this last blow, 
coming as it does so sudden to so many 
friends, recalls very forcibly the words of 
LUirke, 'What shadows we are and what 
shadows we pursue.' " 

Mr. Brown, who years ago was a fellow 
grocery clerk of Mr. White's in Montreal, 
and has been a firm friend over since, made 
a feeling reference to the death of the 
member and the houso adjourned. 

IN THE SENATE 
Hon. Mr. Abbott moved and Hon. Mr. 
Scott seconded the adjournment till 
Wednesday, both referring to tho death of 
Mr. White with feeling terms. 

At the home of the deceased statesman 
there were scores of callers to-day, and 
messages of condolence were received from 
every part of Canada, from tho United 
States and from England. Among the 
telegrams wore those from Lieut. -Governor 
Aikens, Mr. Scarth, M.P., the Bishop of 
Saskatchewan and others. Tho remains 
are lying in state in the drawing room, 
only two floral tributes being noticeable. 
A floral pillow of white lilies with the 
simple but expressive word "Father," 
across it, stood at the head of the casket, 
while at the foot was a similar pillow 
bearing the word "Rest." 

I n deference to t be deceased statesman's 
oft expressed wish in life timo, friends 
were requested not to send lloral tributes 
and the wish was respected. 

A MEETINU OF THE I'RESS OAtLKUY 
was held this afternoon, at which, on 
motion of A. (J. Campbell, of the Globe, 
seconded by li. .1. Stewart., of the Halifax 
lleritld, it was resolved that tho 
members of the press gallery 
placo upon record their sincere 
sorrow at the melancholy death of Hon. 
Thos. White, respected and admired by 
them as tho father of the gallery, and 
who, by his brilliant abilities and untiring 
energy, attained tho highly honorable 
position of Minister of the Crown, and in 
the discharge of the responsible duties, 
connected with which he added lustro to 
tho profession of which he was so distin- 
guished a representative and ornament; 
that as an expression of tho high esteem 
in which they hold the memory of the 
the deceased, the members of the gallery 
do attend the funeral in a body and that 
the sympathy of tho gallery, with the 
bereaved wife and family, bo hereby ten- 
dered. Hon. Mr. White was president of 
the gallery from 18G1 to 1869, and from 
1871 to 1878. 

Fifteen old members of the Gazette staff 
and deputy heads of tho department also 
mot and passed a resolution of con- 
dolence. 

It is understood tho government will 
boar the expense of transporting 
the remains to Montreal and mem- 
bers of both houses, permanent 
officials of the commons, and members of 
the press gallery have been invited to travel 
by train. Tho members will assemble at 
the parliament buildings to-morrow morn- 
ing at 8:30 and march in procession'to tho 
late residence of the deceased, and a Btart 
for the station will bo made at 9 o'clock, 
and at 9:30 the train will leavo for Mon- 
treal. 

As indicative of the devotion to duty 
which characterized tho late minister it 
may be stated that on Thursday or Friday 
last, wdiilo delirious, ho repeatedly called 
for his private secretary, Mr. Pereira, and 
asked " Any news from tho North West; 
aro the Indians all quiet? "and so on. 
Ho was conscious all day Saturday, and 
boforo his death was able to ongaga in 
conversation with his brother in regard 
to the disposition of his affairs. Tho last 
words he spoke to his oldest son as he 
stretched out his hand, in a few minutes 
to bo cold in death, were, "for the last 
time." 

It is understood that Mr. White's life 
was insured for about 820,000.

Ottawa, April 23. — Sir Chas. Tupper 
gives notice to-night of important resolu- 
tions in committee of ways and moans. Ho 
lirst gives power to tho govornor-in-council 
by proclamation to abolish export duties 
on various kind of logs mentioned in 
schedule E, customs duties act, in order 
that tho lumbermen of Canada may ob- 
tain tho full benefit of Mills' tariff bill in 
tho event of it's becoming law. The 
second resolution abolishes clause nine, 
of tho now famous statutory offer of recip- 
rocity of natural products, and substitutes 
another from which certain articles now 
on tho statutes aro eliminated, including 
flour, wheat, lard, etc. Those articles 
Congress might make free, but corres- 
pondingly Canada would obtain no bene- 
fit, consequently strike it out. Tho third 
resolution rescinds clause ten of the Du- 
ties act, referring to the differential duty 
on tin when not imported direct, neces- 
sity for it no longer existing. 

Mr. Mara will ask for the report of 
Prof. Saunders respecting the selection of 
a site for a branch experimental farm in 
liritish Columbia. 

The supplementary estimates of the 
current fiscal year were biought down to- 
day; SI, 795,000 "are to be voted. The 
sum of §50,000 is revoked, having lapsed, 
the amount to complete tho graving dock 
atEsquimalt. MoNamee's claim, arising out 
of tho contract for tho construction of the 
dock is settled by tho payment, of §17,- 
300. There is §900 for Hon. Mr. Corn- 
wall as Indian commissioner last year, 
expenses of trip, and for two commis- 
sioners, secretary andinterprotors,§l,300; 
§300 for ditching and breaking up lands 
at St. Mary's reserve, Kootenay; §4,000 
for barracks in British Columbia and §31,- 
000 for expenses of the arbitration be- 
tweon the government and the Canadian 
Pacilic railway arising out of the British 
Columbia section.

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THE TIMES SCORED. 

By references to our report of yester 
day's session of the Legislative Assembly 
it will be Been that the Opposition organ 
got a severe handling at the hands of 
honorable members— nothing more, how 
ever, than it deserved. That paper had 
put into the mouth of the Hon. Mr. 
Dunsmuir words that ho had never used 
in tho discussion on the school bill, and 
upon such a false basis founded editorial 
remarks which it would be mild to call 
disgusting and scandalous. Not content 
with misrepresenting Mr. Dunsmuir, he 
must also be villitied; held up to the pub 
lie gaze as an enemy of education, and as 
a representative man, a very bad example 
to be followed by the rising generation 
Mr. Dunsmuir took tho very earliest 
opportunity to deny that he had uttered 
tho remarks attributed to him by the 
Timet — ho had never said that " too 
much education was going to 
bo tho ruin of the country." 
lie pointed to the fact that he had given 
his own children all tho benefits of a lib- 
eral education in refutation of the slander 
of the Opposition organ. His position on 
the school question is that held by all 
tl linking men, by all practical men, and 
by all who are interested in the future 
prosperity of British Columbia. So far 
from being adverse to the spread of ed 
ucation among the masses, he favors every 
movement which has for its object the in 
tellectual uplifting of his fellow-men. 
But while he does so, he remembers, like 
the business man that he is, that the fin- 
ancial obligations of this province are 
many, that a very large sum in proportion 
to ' t our means is being expended for the 
purposes of education. He is aware that 
the estimated cost of the free 
school establishment for 1888-9 
$135,710, more than one-six h 
of the entire revenue. Like a prudent 
man he believes that it is Ins duty to 
sound a warning note, and to seriously ask 
if there is not a limitation to the public 
expenditure for education, if there is not 
some way in which this largo outlay for a 
most necessary object can be met. He 
sees in the amendment that hag just 
passed the Houso a move in the right di 
rection, and in supporting clause 10 lie 
took occasion to voice his feelings in the 
manner we have indicated. So far from 
decrying the benefits of a liberal educu 
tion, his sympathies are all on the other 
side and he wants to soo every boy and 
girl receive such a training as is consistent 
with the provincial means. When, then, 
ho is reported as saying that too much 
education was going to he the ruin of the 
Province, it is littlo wonder that he 
should express his indignation in no un- 
certain terms from his place in tho House. 
Tho Times has persistently villitied 
Mr. Dunsmuir, has said the most unkind 
things about him, and would, if it could, 
pull him down from tho high position ho 
occupies in the esteem of his fellow- 
citizens. Happily the contest is an un- 
equal one. Mr, Dunsmuir has lived too 
long in this country, his character for 
probity is too high, his usefulness is too 
apparent to permit of a malodorous sheet, 
with but littlo influence, injuring him in 
oven tho slightest manlier. He but ex- 
pressed the views of most people yester- 
day when ho denounced the Times for the 
policy of misrepresentation which has 
characterized it. On tli whole, it was 
quite a cold day for our evening contem- 
porary, but if tho opinions expressed 
as to its management result in a change 
of tone in its columns in future they will 
not have boon utterod in vain. 



SOMETHING ALODT DEAD LETTERS 

A curious feature of the annual reports 
of the post oltice department is the num- 
ber of lottors whioh from one cause or 
another are sent to tho dead letter office 
at Ottawa. Some go thore because they 
are dropped in the post office without bo- 
irig addressed; others becauso they are in- 
sufficiently addressed, or because the per- 
sons to whom they aro sent have removed. 
In the efforts to find the writors it is found 
that many persons neglect to give their 
address or to sign their names to their 
communications. All thoso and other 
causes increase the difficulties cf returning 
dead lettora to their writers. Last yoar 
the number of dead letters without signa- 
tures, postmarks or an othor indication of 
origin, numbered 131,408. Tho number 
indioatoB the extent to which curolestnosa 



prevails in letter writing. What renders 
the carelessness mure remarkable is 
the fact that many of the letters 
sent to the dead letter offico contain 
money or valuables. During tho past 
year the department received in dead let- 
ters $22.3(12 in money, 827,157 in bills of 
exchange, $7,080 in bonds, §55.17!) in 
cheques, $55,502 in drafts, §4,009 in let- 
tors of credit, $9,945 in money orders, 
$2,750 in orders, $21.75 in passago certifi- 
cates, $95,707 in promissory notes, $53, - 
218 in receipts, §1,100 in stock certificates 
and $14,980 in certificates of various 
kinds. The greater part of thoso values 
were returned to tho writers, but in not a 
few instances there was no clue to the 
writers. Those who think "how easily 
things go wrong" in tho post-office may 
find where some of tho missing articles 
as between sender and receiver are to bo 
found on inquiry at the dead letter office. 
Among the long miscellaneous list aro 10 
powers of attorney, 20 railway passes, 

1 seal skin cap, 1 pair of slippers, 
3 pairs of spoctaelos, 1 package of 
tobacco, 8 subpoenas, 1 suit of undercloth- 
ing, 8 wills, 3 pairs of woollen mitts, 37 
writs. Also about 200 certificates, among 
them tho following; Eight certificates of 
baptism, 12 of church membership, 11 
Freemasons, 17 of marriage, 1 of parent- 
age, 5uf sheriffs, 2 of Sons of Temperance, 

2 of pedigree, and many others. Tho lesson 
of the dead letter returns is that letter 
writors should be more careful to give the 
exact and full address of the persons to 
whom they write, and that every letter 
should contain the full name and address 
of the writer. This is the moro impor- 
tant where money or other valuable arti- 
cles aro transmitted by mail. Attention 
to these points would save a great deal of 
annoyance, delay and loss.

The same clergyman was once praying 
for the sealers, before their departure for 
the ice, and said: 

"Forbid, (J Lord, that any seals should 
be brought, within their reach on the 
Sabbath day, least they should he tempted 
to transgress; but if they should be 
brought into contact with them on that 
day, Thou knowest the weakness of our 
poor fallen nature; and also how poor they 
are, and how many hungry ones there are 
at home, and should they take seals 
mercifully forgive." 

Both prayers will be admired for their 
judiciousness and wide and charitable 
tolerance.

People H (noeptllilo to Hypnotism. 

Persons of a nervous constitution, and 
In particular those subject to hysteria, 
are moat apt to full into artificial sleep. 
There is then produced in them a pecu- 
liar neurosis, hypnotism) having' psychi- 
cal and physical characters of its own— a 
genuine disease presenting a diversity of 
symptoms. Hence hypnotic phenomena 
ought not to be called forth rashly nor 
without the precautions suggested by 
medical science. Women are specially 
susceptible to hypnotic manipulation, par- 
ticularly during the period between the 
18th and the 80th year, when tho ner- 
vous system is in full activity. Young 
men may be hypnotized, but it is very 
difficult to produce hypnotic sleep in old 
men or in children. Persons who in early 
life are subject to natural somnambulism 
or sleep walking are later in life good 
hypnotic subjects, just as they are also 
likely to be victims of hysteria and other 
nervous complaints. 

Many are the processes employed for 
producing hypnosis. One that is very 
frequently used consists in fixing tho gazo 
upon some bright object placed a little 
above the eyes and in front of the median 
line of the forehead, so that visual fatigue 
may ensue quickly, the eyeballs being 
directed upward and inward. This pro- 
cess, or others of a like kind, may be em- 
ployed in the case of persons who have 
never before been hypnotized. But after 
awhile, when the subject has, so to speak, 
been educated, various more expeditious 
methods may be employed. Thus n jet 
of electric light or a violent blow struck 
on a gong near the cor of tho subject will 
quickly induce sleep. Again, in hypno- 
tizable persons, the surface of tho body 
often presents special points, "hypnogenic 
zones, " as they are called, analogous to 
the '•hysterogenic zones." Simple pres- 
sure upon these produces hypnosis. 
Even in the case of the most susceptible 
individuals rarely does sleep appear when 
they, for the first time, undergo the hyp- 
notizing manipulations, however skilled 
the operator may be. There is needed a 
complete surrender of one's will and ab- 
sence of all mental preoccupation, and 
on the part of the company present abso- 
lute silence. In most cases exhibitions 
of hypnotization develop, at first, only 
vague phenomena not easily classified, 
foreshadowing, so to sjieak, what will 
follow later. — North American Review.

Swiss mid French Soldiers. 
There is very little contrast between 
the Swiss and French soldier. Both are 
below tho stature of the German, Eng- 
lish and American soldier; inferior intel- 
lectually and physically. The Swiss war- 
rior wears a cap helmet, which makes 
him look at once like a member of a 
rural hand in America. It is of black 
cloth, with deep blue trimmings and 
with black silk braid about the edges. 
Tho front is cocked and tho rear slopes 
and has the helmet brim. He wear, a 
navy blue cutaway coat, dark gray pan- 
taloons, and each is decked with a very 
narrow red cord. At his side is a short, 
heavy sword always. His side arms are 
completed by a live-shot 42-calibre re- 
volver, heavy enough to be used as a 
bludgeon in close quarters. Also, like the 
French soldier, the Swiss is armed with a 
magazine needle gun, and is given so 
much active training that ho is invariably 
a fair marksman. In this, as nearly all 
continental armies, there. 1 is by govern- 
ment authority an inducement for sol- 
diers to become line marksmen. But 
the pay of the continental soldier is so 
low and generally his service so nearly 
menial that ho takes little interest in whaf 
he does. The pay is about one-fourth 
that of the American soldier and less than 
half of that paid the English. — Cor. Phil- 
adelphia Times. 



Artificial Agoing <>r Whisky. 

A way has been found of Agoing 
whisky artificially. A dealer showed the 
writer two samples of what he called the 
"straight" article: one was made in 
1H85, tho other in July, 1887. They 
were equally good, he said, in color, bou- 
quet, taste and every other quality, and 
yet the 1887 sample was sold at $10 less 
a barrel than the other. In other words, 
the whisky makers can now furnish a 
three months' article equal in every re- 
spect to that which is three years old. 

By this process they save fho three 
years' storage, interest and evaporation. 
The purchaser generally gets the benefit 
of this. The new process consists briefly 
of rocking the barrels day and night on 
patented "cradles." Charred barrels are 
used, as is customary— thai is to "iiy, the 
barrel is burned out before tho whisky is 
puti'-i, thus converting (ho inner surface 
into Iho/coal, The constant motion for 
three months dissipates the fusel oil and 
imparts the Won co'or which new whisky 
has hitherto neve.- had legitimately. — 
Philadelphia Times.

Lieut. -Col. Stevens was greeted with 
cheers. He only wished President Cleve- 
land was here to-night. Ho would have 
liked to have scon him witness tho 
hearty manner in which the toast of his 
health had been honored. Ho would have 
liked that ho could see Victoria's many 
natural qualities, the beauties of Beacon 
Hill, of Shawnigan Lako, of tho Gorge, 
of Swan Lako and tho countless glories 
lying around us on all sides. Ho hoped 
he would yet livo to see them. He was 
glad to know that harmony stillcontinued, 
notwithstanding tho fisheriesentanglement, 
between tho two sister nations, and was 
delighted to say "all goes well." (Cheers.) 

"His Excellency the Governor-General," 
by Mayor Grant. Lord Lansdowno was 
eulogized and his political career narrated. 
His great success as Governor-General of 
Canada was told and regret at his early 
departure was expressed. Music: "Rule 
Britannia." 

"His Honor tho Lieutenant-Governor," 
by Mr. Edwin Johnson, who made a very 
neat address. Governor Nelson, he said, 
is ono of the most popular governors wo 
ever hud. Ho extolled his tine personal 
and social qualities, and judging by the 
enthusiasm which followed his brief re- 
marks, Governor Nelson is personally 
respected and esteemed by each member 
of the representative gathering which as- 
sembled last night to do honor to Britain's 
patron saint. Music; "The Minstrel 
Boy," and "For he's a jolly good follow.'' 

"Army, Navy and Volunteers," by Mr. 
J. J. Austin, who spoke of the value of 
the three services, making especial re- 
ference to tho noblo conduct of the 
volunteers during 'the Northwest cam- 
paign. Music: "Red, White and Blue." 

Hon. J. H. Turner was loudly called 
for and felt that the duty of responding 
to this toast devolved upon some gontlo- 
man more intimately acquailied with the 
service than himself. Ho could call to 
mind tho heroic deeds of the 
volunteers, encamped on Beacon Hill, on 
many a cold night, in defence of tho 
government buildings, — ho had done his 
duty, if it was a peaceful one. Some 
people said ho was a traitor, but ho 
thought few believed it; he believed in 
the glorious old flag of St. George, was 
true to it, and if necessary would die for 
it. (Loud applause.) 

Three hearty cheers were given for tho 
Hon. Mr. Turner. 

Mr. Fred. Miller also responded on 
behalf of the navy and volunteers, as well 
as Gunner Foster, of "C" Battery, who, in 
tno absence of the officers, made a capital 
speech in which he expressed his thanks 
for the many kindnesses the Battery had 
received at tho hands of the citizens of 
Victoria. 

Song, "My Ancestors were English," 
by Mr. E. Allen, M.P.P. 

"Mayor and Council," by Mr. N. 
Shakespeare, who briefly spoke of the 
council as a body in folicitious terms and 
administered a very liberal dose of "taffy" 
to tho Mayor, winding up with a eulogy 
on tho councillors generally. Music : 
"We'll may the keel row." 

Mayor Grant thought discussion was 
desirable, and it was only by argu- 
ing out the different questions that came 
before tho council to a conclusion that 
the happy medium could lie attained. Ho 
thought the motto should bo: "Lot us 
help ourselves." The citizens should as- 
sist the council in making the place de- 
sirable, in introducing capital, and in ad- 
vancing the interests of Victoria.

Steamer Mexico reports that she passed 
the ship New York, for Nanaimo from San 
Francisco, for a return cargo of coal, off 
Cape Flatory on Sunday night. The tug 
Pilot, which towed the ship Carrolton 
from Port Moody to sea on Sunday, will 
likely tow her up. 

Tug Alexander returned from tho Cape 
yesterday morning after towing the Br. 
ship Lindisfariie, with a cargo of coal from 
Nanaimo for San Francisco, to soa. She 
spoke sovoral vessels in tho Straits 
bound for tho Sound, including tho Amer- 
ican ships Sumatra and Rosie Welt, and 
the Br bark Loch Ranza. 

Steamer Mexico, Captain Bennett, ar- 
rived from San Francisco early yesterday 
morning. Sho brought 34 passengers for 
this port and 1,285 tons of freight, divided 
as follows: Victoria, 145 tons; Vancou- 
ver, 170; Port Townsond, 180; Seattle, 
520; Tacoma, 270 tons. After discharg- 
ing her freight for this port, the Mexico 
sailed fur the Sound in the afternoon. 

The harbor has been improved to the 
extent of a spur-buoy, which takes the 
place of tho cago-buoy iu the vicinity of 
Spence's rock. The buoy was placed 
yesterday and tho steamer Alaskan passed 
over it. It stood the test well, but sev- 
eral nautical men aro of the opinion that 
it should be placed right over the rock in- 
stead of at one side. A diver, they say, 
could do tho work in half a day and make 
it permanent. 

Schooner Halcyon, which gained so 
much notoriety in Sau Francisco in con- 
nection with certain opium smuggling 
charges, has cleared from that port for 
Victoria, whore an effort will bo made to 
sell hor. She is commanded by Captain 
Metcalfe and has a crew of five men. If 
sho is sold, the passage of the crew will bo 
paid hack to Smi Francisco, and their 
wages are to go on until they return. If 
tho sale falls through tho men will re-ship 
at Victoria, and the vessel will be convert- 
ed into a fishing craft.
